T THE recent session of the American Automobile 

Association at Washington, Stanley H. Horner, presi- 

dent of the Washington Automotive Trade Association, made 

a speech earnestly advocating the co-operation of automobile 

dealers throughout the country with their local automobile 
owner clubs. 

This is a subject which the Automotive Daily News 

long since called to the attention of its readers. The real 

need at the present moment is to weld into one compact mass 


of voting strength the entire automotive strength of the 
country. In the final analysis whatever we are to accomplish 
at the polls must be done by the owners of automotive 


vehicles. The industry through its official organizations can 
accomplish much by protest against unfavorable legislation 
and by fostering good laws. But the final argument must 
be entered by the votes of car and truck owners. 

At the present time there is a motor vehicle in this 
country for every four out of five families. If the votes 
represented by this huge majority are organized, there will 


be no further mulcting of motorists by legislators. The 
reason that so much adverse legislation has gone on the 


tatute books is simply that the automotive vote has been 
unorganized, uninformed and its strength has been dissipated 
at the polls. 

For this reason legislators have gone calmly ahead 
increasing automotive taxes, adding imposts of all kinds on 
the operation of motor vehicles. Gasoline taxes made an 
unobtrusive and modest start some five or six years ago, 
with one or two cents per ga'ion as the impost fixed. Today 


ihere are at least two states that have a 5-cent fuel tax 
and the average is well over 3 cents. Only four states 


have so far held out against the imposition of any fuel tax 
at all, and constant assaults are being made here. 

If the automotive vote had been properly organized 
there never would have been a gas tax in this country. There 
never would have been unreasonable speed laws. There 
never would have been the scandalous operation of speed 
traps and justice’s courts, which were a feature of early 
motoring in America and which exist in some places still. 

The fact is the only thing the average legislator fears 
is an adverse vote at the polls which will send him back to 
work, something for which many legislators have a definite 
dislike. The only way we can get sheer justice in the legisla- 
tive treatment of motoring activities is by showing resent- 
ment at the polls for unfair treatment by the lawmakers. 
The only way in which we can accomplish this end is so to 
organize the automotive vote that it will cast its ballots as a 
unit in matters affecting motoring activities. 

And this is why we need closer co-operation between the 
industrial organizations and the car owners, the obvious 
way of obtaining such co-operation being through the auto- 
mobile clubs. 

Let’s get together.

Makers Predict Heavy 
Spring Sales After 
Slow Period

E. A. Shepard, Portland man- 
ager of the Fageol factory branch, 
states that as far as orders were 
concerned February was a poorer 
business month than January, but 
that more trucks were delivered 
during that month than in the pre- 
vious one. Since October 1, when 
the factory took over the distribu- 
tion of its own trucks, business has 
increased about 150 per cent., Mr. 
Shepard said. A tendency toward 
pneumatic-tired vehicles has been 
noted, and while the Oregon legis- 
lature tried to eliminate all but 
pneumatic tires by enactment 
which failed to pass, the Portland 
manager believes that this legisla- 
tion will prove unnecessary, since 
the question will be automatically 
worked out through future demand 
on the part of truck purchasers. 
The call is for speed today, and 
this is impossible with the heavy, 
hard-tired trucks; therefore lighter 
equipment is bound to become more 
popular, in the opinion of Mr.
